Canteens and knapsincks of the dead
were gearched for food and drink and
whatever we found was enten with the
greatest relish.

French soldiers who had died of
sungtroke covered the rond. Others
crawled to right and left of the road
and walted there for rellef or death,
We did not dare to help them. The
order was to ndvance and we had to
march on and on. The euptaln told us
we had to pursue the fleeing enemy
with all our strength and much dis-
content was manifest on recelpt of this
order.

After being on our feet day and
night, slaying lke barbarlans, taking
no time to ent or rest, we continued to
recelve commnnds to malntaln the pur-
guit with all haste, The captain un-
derstood how we felt nnd
pacify us by friendly conversation.

CHAPTER V.

Not far from Sommepy, the French
rear guard stopped ngaln.  Four bat-
teries of our artillery woere brought
inte position and our company, wlong
with machinoe guns, were ordered to
protect the artillery. The artlllery of-
ficers did not think this sufliclent pro-
tection because the airplanes had dis-
covered the presence of strong French
cavalry detachments and a cavalry at-
tack was suspected.  However, a
atronger guard could not be provided
and there was nothing to be done but
take our position and muke the best
of the situatlon, We (Jug ourselves In
to the right and left of the batteries,
in i Aeld of small pine trees, The ma-
chine guns were set up and supplled
with ammunition. We were then glven
lostructions as to what to do In the
event of n cavalry attuck., An old
major of Infantry, with white hnir,
took command. Our unit was placed
with the infartry, but our “brave" of-
fleers disappeared suddenly, To them
the defense of the fatherland was the
business of a private. Rince we had
been assigned to assist Infantry, our
officers consiflered themselves super-
fluous and tock French leave,

Our Instructions were as follows: In
the event of & cavalry attack, every-
thing must be quiet. The gun must
be polnted but hidden, The machine
gun must not be fired until the mujor
in command gives the order. Then
there must be a llvely, quick fire. Our
battertes fired violently at a biplane
fiying high over them which gave sig-
nals with star shells which were read
only by the ohserver.

This state of affairs affects only
“ploneer” officers who, when thelr
unita are attached to Infantry or chas-
geur divisions, searcely ever take part
In a battle. This was the case with
our officers during my whole war ca-
reer. They remained far away from
the gunfire In comfortable security.
This is also the case with many ln-
fantry captains and almost all higher
officers. Majors, colonels, ete., never
take part in a storming attack, I was
told, and several timea I observed this
myself,

But the expected attack dld not
come, the enewy's Infantry was not to
be seen. We prepared to resume our
march and were all ready to move
when the order came to bivouac. The

usnul fixed by the staff so that they
knew where to find us at any time,
Hurdly had we reached the place when
our fleld kitechen, which we supposed
hud been lost, appeared as If 1t had
Those In
charge of the fleld kitchen had re-
ceived no knowledge of our losses of
the Inst few days and had cooked for
the olid number. They were greatly
surprised on seelng Instead of a brave
company of strong “ploneers,” n lot
of ragged, exhausted, crushed human
shadows. We were given soup, bread,
ment, npples and every one recelved a
clgarette, which was more welcome to
wost of us than food and drink,

The next morning we slept until six
o'clock and even though we were lylng
on the hare ground It was very hard
to wake us, Breakfast wus excellent.
It eonsisted of mutton which had been
requisitioned, vegetables, bread, coffee,
a goblet of wine, and ham. Our cap-
tauln told us to eat all we could as we
had a hard day’s march bhefore us.

We resumed our march at seven
o'clock. Everybody was In high spirits
and In the course of our conversations
it became apparent that we had lost
track of the time entlrely. Nobody
knew whether It was Mondny or
Wednesday or whether It was the fifth
or tenth of the month. This condition
| heenine more and more general, Sol-
[ dlers never know the day of the week;
one s just like another, Saturday,
Sunday or Thursday.

We stopped to rest at noon on #
large farm but were obliged to wait
in the rain for the fAeld kitchens, Mean-
while we helped ‘ourselves, We ghot
one of the cows grazing In the meadow,
cut open the hide without bothering to
drain the blood from the carcass, Then
everyvhody ent off n plece of ment, still
warm, which was fried In a pot cover
or eaten raw with a little salt by a
great many of the soldlers, This kill-
ing of eattie waer repeated nlmost dally
by the soldlers acting without orders
from thelr superlors, As a consequence
they all got stomach trouhle from eat-
Ing meat which was too fresh without
bread or vegetables, In splte of this
the practice was continued, If a sol-
dier hecame hungry during a pause in
the marching and found a plg, cow or
lamb, he shot it, eat ont a plece for his
own use, and let the rest spoll,

Under u burning midday sun we
marched on amid clouds of dust, along
a road used by munitions columns and
other units, which never gave the dust
an opportunity to settle. In all the
flelds which we passed, fugitives had
set up thelr camps, where they llved
llke poor homeless gypsles. Many came
up to us and begged for scraps of
hread.

We mnrched without restiug til late
In the evening and at about nlne
o'clock we approached the city hall
of Sommepy. In and around Som-
mepy a battle had started. We were
ordered to tanke a part of the north-
west section of the eity, It was al-
rendy dark and once more we halted.
The flelds all around us were covered
with dead, In the middle of the streets
were French batteries and munition
columns, Horses und drivers had been
killed.

After a ten-minute rest we started
again and In double-quick step ap-
proached a little forest, In which dis-
mounted cavulry and Infantry were
engaged with the enemy o a desperate
hand-to-Band fight.

As a subrerfuge we threw ourselves
Into the place with blood-curdling yells,
We succeeded In the darkness |n reach-
Ing the enemles' rear. The surprise
attack was a suceess and the French,
startled by our yells and by the at-
tack, threw up thelr hands and sur-
rendered, Mercy was not fhown them
by the Infurfated cavalrymen.

Whenever there appeared to be any
letup of the slnughter of the disarmed
goldlers by our men new horrors were

[

enacted under the commands of the
officers, who kept shouting, “No quar-
ter, sluughter everybody,” Such were
the orders of our distinguished s-t!l-;
cers, We plonesrs al<o had to tnke
purt in this cold-blooded murder of un-
nrmedl men, who had thrown down
thelr arms when they renlized the fo-
tility of further resigstance, Our oM-
cers took cure this time, as In many
earller and Iater (nstances, that there
should not be muny prisoners tnken,
The pioneer hus a sldearm which,
according to the Inw of oatlons, must
not he used heeanse the back of this
sldearm conslsts of a three-millimeter
sharp steel saw, Io peace times the

| ploneers nre not deilled with the bayo-
| net beeanse thiz sidearm should he

used only for the special dutles which {
the ploneers perform—but the law of

. We were obliged to use the saw from
the beginning of the war. It was In
opposition *~ all the laws of humanity.
When an enemy had this saw In his
breast and the vietim had long since
stopped every effort of reslstance and
an effort wns made to try and remove
the deadly steel from the wound an In
stant and horrible death resulted.

Oftentimes this horrible weapon be-
came embedded In the breast of a vie-
tim so firmly that the attacker, who
had to have back his sidearm again
would be obliged to place his foot upon
the breast of his vietim and use all his
force to recover the murderous Instru-
ment,

The dead and wounded in horrible
condition lay all around us, The moans
of the wounded men would have soft-
ened n stone but not the heart of a
Prussiun soldler,

Not all the soldlers approved this
senseless, wanton murder. Some of
those officers who had ordered us to
kill the French were themselves killed
by mistake in the darkness of the night
T g repa g Mmost daly and 1

ng ost dally and T
could cite many names and places to
bear out this testimony.

On this partienlar night a eaptain
and a first Heutenant met their fate. A
gecond-year Infantryman stabbed the
captain In the abdomen and the first
Heutenant recelved a stab In the back.
Both dled In a few mioutes, Nelther
of thelr slayers felt any remorse und
nong of us felt incllned to repronch
them. We all knew that two murder-
ers had recelved thelr just deserts.

Another Instance requlres me to run
somewhat nhead of the sequence of
events, As I talked to a comrade of
my compuny the next day I asked him
for a pocketknlfe and In reaching Into
hls pocket he pulled out three car-
tridges. I wi  surprised that he should
curry cartrldges in hls trouser's pocket
and asked him If he had no room In
his belt,

“I have,” he sald, “but these three
have u speclal mission.
